fuences of the climate. The survivors were 
particularly disgusted at finding that their 
strict rules of caste regarding the negro 
race had no existence in Brazil, where 
mixed races are commop and where the 
proud Alabamian or Georgian found bis- 
self frequently called upon to sit down side 
by side at a dinner table with a mulatto or 
quedroon official or officer. This peculiarity 
of Brazilian society had more to do with 
breaking up the settlement than anything else.

It is about time that the baseball managers 
awoke tothe fact that batting is almost a 
thing of the past and that something must be 
done at once to correct this ere the ball play- 


ers forget the use of the stick entirely. Fine 
fielding and goad pitching are well enough, 
but are no more important ina game of base 
ball than batting and base running. The men 
who can be depended upon nowadays to make 
one hit a game can almost be numbered on 
one’s fingers and toes, There are about 
twelve of them in the Association and 
as many more in the League. Sometimes they 
will make more than one hit in a game, but 
these twenty-four men are the only ones who 
can be looked upon as almost sure to find the 
balisafely. All the rest of the ball players are 
of the may-be order. Detroit has more than 
its share of these every-day hitters, and so has 
the Athictic Club, but very few of the other 
teams have more than three men of this kind: 
Now thisis all wrong and something should be 
done to improve matters. The pitcher should 
be handicapped more than be is, and it would 
not be too much if the number of balls were 
reduced to three. Not only would this 
improve the batting, but it would assist in 
lowering the salories of the players, for with 
all hands batting well there will be no neces- 
sity for stars like Brouthers, Connor, Kelly, 
Anson, Stovey, Orr, ons, O'Neill and the 
rest receiving such at sums as they do 
now. There is no such great difference in the 
matter of fielding as there is in batting.
